WASHINGTON — Congressional 
Republicans said Sunday feat President 
Bill Clinton had taken a “step in the right 
direction” by offering a seven-year bal- 
anced budget proposal and signing leg- 
islation to reopen the gove rnment , but 
they warned of a new shutdown within 
weeks if budget talks stalled a gain . 

The end of the government shutdown 
— - which bad. become increasingly, dis- 
ruptive as it reached a record three weeks 
— came just ahead of a blizzard that 
dumped dump more than a foot (30 cen- 
timeters) of snow on Washington. 

The storm forced Mr. Clinton to post- 
pone a budget meeting scheduled for 
Sunday with congressional Democrats, 
and it appeared certain to keep the newly 
reopened federal offices closed Mon- 
day. ... 

On Saturday, Mr. Clinton signed leg- 
islation to return federal employees to 
work, at least until Jan. 26. Both houses 
of Congress had passed bills Friday to 
send 280,000 furloughed employees 
back to work and pay 480,000 others who 
had been working without pay. 

The reopening is a selective one, how- 
ever, returning employees to the payroll 
but not funding all their agencies. 

Representative Thomas D. DeLay, the 
House majority whip, made it clear Sun- 
day that this weapon would be wielded in 
partisan fashion: “We are going to.fund 
only those programs we want to fund.” 
he said in a television interview. 

While welcoming, die fact that Mr. 
Clinton had offered a budget plan, both 
sides said it did not mean agreement was 
In sight- . -v. • . 

“It is a step in fee rigJudrrectioD,” . 
said Representative John; Boehner of 
Ohio, chairman of the House Republican • 
conference, “but we’re 'a long and far 
way apart.’'

U.S.-Colombia Ties: New Low

B OGOTA — Relations be- 
tween the United States and 
Colombia axe at their worst 
in years. 

U.S. officials, who have long sus- 
pected that President Ernesto Sam- 
per’s election campaign received mil- 
lions of dollars in drag money, are 
now convinced that the government 
is under die influence of the drag 
cartels, according to Colombian and 
American officials. 

Tension in relations with Colom- 
bia has been palpable since Mr. Sam- 
per's election under shadow of al- 
legations that his presidential 
campaign received up to $6 million 
from the drug mafias. 

When die financing scandal erupt- 
ed in August 1994. just days before 
Mr. Samper took office, he said that if 
drug money did enter his campaign it 
was without his knowledge or con- 
sent But even before his election, 
American officials and officers of die 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion were saying there was evidence 
that Mr. Samper's campaign was tak- 
ing drug money. 

Relations fell to a new low last 
month, when a Colombian congres- 
sional committee decided to halt in- 
vestigations into Mr. Samper's elec- 
tion finances. At the same time, the 
Colombian congress tried to pass — 
with at least the appearance of sup- 
port from Mr. Samper — a law writ- 
ten by Calf cartel lawyers that would 
have gutted investigations into drug- 
related government corruption. 

Following that, the Samper gov- 
ernment said it would seek to reduce 
the role of “faceless judges" in han- 
dling drug trafficking cases. Until 
now, the identities of investigating 
magistrates have been secret to make 
killing, intimidation or bribery of the 
judges more difficult. 

American officials said develop- 
ments mafctt it unlikely f har Colombia 
will be certified by tbe State De- 
partment this year as a country that is 
earnestly fighting drug trafficking. 

The U.S. decision will be an- 
nounced March 1. Last year, for die 
first time, the State Department de- 
clined to certify Colombia, but issued 
a waiver on national security grounds 
that essentially n ullifi ed the non-cer- 
tification. The loss of certification 
would cost Colombia trade prefer- 


ences worth millions of dollars. 

U.S. officials recently have been 
unusually outspoken, which has led 
to a growing anti-American senti- 
ment here. Many Colombians view 
the United States as meddling in 
Colombia’s internal affairs. Many 
Colombians also believe the United 
Stares, where most of Colombia's 
m ramft h rtmsumed, is dang little to 
combat consumption and is making 
Colombia a scapegoat 
Ironically, tbe deterioration comes 
after Colombian police and the pros- 
ecutor general had a good year 
against the cartels. Last summer, die 
police, led by General Rosso Serrano, 
caponed six of tbe top seven leaders 
of the Calf cartel. 

B ased on seized documents, 
the nation's prosecutor gen- 
eral, Alfonso Valdivieso, 
has carried out the nation’s 
most serious investigation ever into 
official corruption. 

“There is no question Serrano and 
Valdivieso are doing their best, and 
that is a lot," said one American 
officiaL “The problem is, after them, 
who can you trust? It is fair to say 
things are at their worst level ever." 

Relations began to sour quickly in 
September, after the crackdown on 
Calf had greatly eased tension. On 
Sept. 28, Horacio Seipa, minister of 
interior and one of Mr. Samper’s 
closest allies, publicly accused the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion of plotting to undermine the gov- 
ernment The statements drew a howl 
of protest from Washington. 

In October, in a move that left 
Washington apoplectic, a Colombian 
congressman allied with the govern- 
ment publicly released wiretap 
recordings of telephone conversa- 
tions of DEA agents. The wiretap- 
ping, illegal under Colombian law, 
could only have been carried out with 
high-level approval, American offi- 
cials said. No investigation was made 
into how die congressman. Alonso 
Lucio, obtained the tapes. 

Then the lower chamber’s Com- 
mittee of Investigations, which has 
the constitutional authority to inves- 
tigate the president, decided on Dec. 
14 that there were no grounds for 
pursuing allegations that Mr. Samper 
took money from drug traffickers. 

The committee, made up over- 
whelmingly of members of Mr. Sam- 
per’s Liberal Party, came to their con- 
clusion despite testimony and 


documents presented by Mr. Sam- 
per’s campaign treasurer, Santiago 
Medina, and other campaign work- 
ers, on how the money was turned 
over and in what amounts. Their tes- 
timony was largely corroborated in 
tire United States by Guillermo Pal- 
1 omari, a former senior accountant of 
the Calf cartel who is now under tbe 
protection of the U.S. Justice De- 
partment. 

This led Robert Gelbard, U.S. as- 
sistant secretary of state for inter- 
national narcotics and crime, to take 
die highly unusual step of publidy 
criticizing the congressional inves- 
tigation. 

“It is evident that this was not a 
serious investigation,” Mr. Gelbard 
said in a Dec. 16 interview on CNN's 
Spanish language sendee. “This 
committee’s efforts unfortunately 
show that there are still certain people 
in power linked to drug traffickers.'' 

Rodrigo Pardo, tbe Colombian for- 
eign minister, immediately blasted 
the comments as “an act of inter- 
ference’' and “unacceptable.” 

As the controversy raged, tbe 
Colombian Senate overwhelmingly 
passed a bill that would have ended 
Mr. Valdivieso 's investigations into 
drug-related corruption in the gov- 
ernment The investigation is known 
as Case 8000. its number in the 
courts. 

The bilL known as the “narco- 
amendment” because lawyers from 
the Cali cartel helped draft it would 
have abolished tbe crime of “illegal 
enrichment” or accumulating 
wealth without being able to justify 
the origin of the goods or money. 

M ore than a dozen con- 
gressmen, as well as Mr. 
Samper's former cam- 
paign director and virtu- 
ally everyone else under arrest or 
investigation in Case 8000 is charged 
with that crime. 

The liberal Party voted for the bilL 
inducting nine senators under inves- 
tigation. Several said they had been 
told the president had no objections to 
the bill. But after a national and 
international outcry, Mr. Samper sup- 
ported killing the measure in die low- 
er house. He later said he never sup- 
ported it 

“Clearly, our investigations would 
have died if that had passed.’ ’ said the 
chief prosecutor, Mr. Valdivieso. “If 
it is not a crime, how could we con- 
tinue investigating?" 



Radar Bolsters Drug Interceptions

WASHINGTON — The U.S. mil- 
itary has helped Peru and Colombia 
force down or shoot down nearly 40 
civilian planes suspected of carrying 
illegal drugs to the United States, 
according to military officials. 

Based on information from U.S. 
radar equipment Peruvian or Colom- 
bian air force pilots have attacked 
planes with machine-gun fire or 
forced them to land without shooting 
in the past nine months, according to 
Captain Chris Yates, a spokesman for 
the U.S. Southern Command. Tbe 


Southern Command, based in Pana- 
ma, is the U.S. military headquarters 
with jurisdiction over South Amer- 
ica. 

Peru has seized, forced down or 
shot down 16 aircraft “as a result of 
information we share with them." 


Captain Yates said. 
Colombia has sen 


Colombia has seized, forced down 
or shot down 22 planes, he said. Most 
of the planes came down without 
being fired upon, he said. 

Mr. Yates said that there were up to 
15 ground-based U.S. radar units op- 
erating at any time in Peru and 
Colombia. They are staffed with 40 to 
50 UJS. military personnel, some of 


them reservists and members of the 
National Guard. The Southern Com- 
mand's budget for drug interdiction is 
$138 million, Mr. Yates said. 

Tbe operation has been in effect 
since last March. Until then. Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton had refused to pro- 
vide radar information to the two 
countries, citing potential violations 
of international laws against shooting 
down civilian aircraft. 

A law passed by Congress, and 
supported by the Clinton adminis- 
tration, permitted the sharing of such 
intelligence if the receiving countries 
agreed to safeguards to protect in- 
nocent civilian planes.

WASHINGTON — Hoping to energize liberals dis- 
affected wife the Clinton administration, fee Americans 
for Democratic Action has endorsed President Clinton as 
fee Democratic nominee. 

Traditionally, the group has resisted backing incum- 
bent Democratic presidents like Mr. Clinton, whom many' 
of its members consider insufficiently liberal. But rhis 
year is different. 

For the first time since 1956, die Republicans could 
win control of both die executive and legislative branches 
of government. 

And die question of whether Mr. f'Kntnn is ideo- 
logically pure enough has been replaced by fee ‘ ’life and 
death issue” of stemming the Republican revolution, fee 
ADA's national director. Amy Isaacs said Saturday. 

“I think people are saying this is going to be an election 
where people on the liberal side are going to mobilize in 
ways they haven't probably since Barry Gold water, * ’ said 
Representative Barney Frank, Democrat of Mas- 
sachusetts, who is an ADA board member. "And as a 
matter of fact, people here are looking back nostalgically 
on Barry Goldwaier as a relatively benign figure com- 
pared to this group.” 

Over the past year as the Republicans have taken center 
stage in Washington, the group's membership has in- 
creased to 65,000, from about 50,000. 

This is the biggest surge since the Vietnam War and 
Watergate era_ 

Ann F. Lewis, the communications director of Mr. 
Clinton’s re-election committee, said the endorsement 
showed both widespread support for the president in the 
party and “do stomach for internal fights.” 

The ADA is a small but symbolically important or- 
ganization in which labor leaders woric dosetjr with 
liberal politicians and activists.

WASHINGTON — -After 
nearly two years of searches 
and subpoenas, fee White 
House has announced feat it 
has unexpectedly discovered 
copies of missing documents 
from Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton’s law firm that describe 
her work for a failing savings 
and loan association in the 
1980s. 

Federal and congressional 
investigators have issued sub- 
poenas for fee documents 
since 1994. and the White 
House has said it did not have 
them. The originals disap- 
peared from the Rose Law 
Finn, in which Mrs. Clinton 
was a partner, shortly before 
President Bill Clinton took 
office. 

The documents discovered 
Friday are copies of billing 
records from the Rose firm, 
where Mrs. Clinton helped 
represent Madison Guaranty, 
a savings and loan run by 
James B. Me Do u gal. the 
Clintons* business partner in 
fee Whitewater land venrure. 

The originals are still miss- 
ing. Investigators have been 
seeking the documents to de- 
termine the role that Mrs. 
Clinton played in the firm's 
representation of fee savings 
and loan. 

The Clintons’ lawyer. 
David E. Kendall, said the 
documents showed that fee 
work Mrs. din ton performed 
was limited in time and scope, 
as she has repeatedly said. 

Bur Representative Jim 
Leach, Republican of Iowa, 
who heads the House Bank- 
ing Committee, said he be- 
lieved that the billing records 
contradicted Mrs. Clinton’s 
account of her involvement 
wife Madison, and showed 
that her legal work for fee 
savings and loan was "ex- 
tensive and detailed." 

Senator Alfonse M. D’ Am- 
ato, Republican of New York, 


called the discovery of the 
copies of fee records "the 
second miraculous discovery 
within fee past 24 hours." 

Mr. D’ Amato, who is 
chairman of fee Senate White- 
water committee, was refer- 
ring to fee disclosure Thurs- 
day of a memorandum written 
by a former presidential aid?, 
apparently in fee fall of 1993 
or early 1994, feat said Mrs. 
Clinton played a far greater 
role in the dismissal of em- 
ployees of the White House 
travel office than the admin- 
istration has acknowledged. 

By their sheer volume — 
1 15 pages — and fee variety 
of contacts and conferences 
they document, the billing 
records raise new questions 
about Mrs. Clinton's account 
of her work that are likely to 
give impetus to investigations 
of the case in Congress and by 
federal prosecutors. 

For example, the records, 
which refer to Mrs. Clinton at 
various points as H.R.C., 
Hillary Clinton or H. Clinton, 
show she billed Madison for 
more than a dozen discus- 
sions with an Arkansas busi- 
nessman, Seth Ward. 

Mr. Ward played a leading 
role in one of the savings and 
loan's largest losses, a $4 mil- 
lion land deal that regulators 
later criticized the Rose firm 
for helping structure. Mr. 
Ward is the father-in-law of 
the former associate attorney 
general, Webster Hubbell, 
who was also a partner in (he 
Rose firm. 

Mr. Kendall said fee Rose 
billing records were discov- 
ered in fee White House on 
Thursday night by Carolyn 
Huber, a White House aide 
and former office manager of 
the Rose firm. He also said that 
Mis. Clinton was not aware 
until Friday that the records 
had been in fee White House. 

Henry F. Schuelke, a 
lawyer for Mrs. Huber, said 
feat she found the records in a 
storage area in the third-floor 


private residence at fee Wlute 
House where unsolicited gifts 
to the president and first lady 
are stored before being sorted 
and catalogued. 

Mr. Schuelke said Mrs. 
Huber did not know who 
placed the records in fee stor- 
age area or how long the ma- 
terial might have been there. 
He said she discovered the 
material after she had brought 
the documents, along with 
gifts from fee White House 
family quarters, to her own 
office in fee While House 
East Wing. 

When she examined the 
documents, Mr. Shuelke said, 
she realized the materials 
mighr be relevant io fee var- 
ious inquiries. He said she 
then trailed him and alerted 
Mr. Kendall. 

Mr. Kendall said Mrs. Hu- 
ber discovered the records 
while cataloging various ‘ ‘cor- 
respondence. memorabilia and 
other materials.” 

He declined to say why 
Mrs. Huber had been going 
through her files or how fee 
Rose documents could have 
come into her possession in 
the first place. 

He also declined to answer 
questions about why they were 
not discovered sooner. The 
White House has said it 
searched Mrs. Huber’s files in 
1994 in response to subpoe- 
nas. 

A week ago, fee statute of 
limitations expired for a va- 
riety of civil lawsuits that may 
be brought against profes- 
sionals who fraudulently ad- 
vised corrupt savings associ- 
ations. At fee same time, the 
Resolution Trust Crap., fee 
agency feat had supervised 
the bailout of the savings and 
loan industry, closed down. 

In one of its final acts, fee 
RTC issued a report announc- 
ing its decision not to bring a 
civil lawsuit against the pres- 
ident or first lady for the loss- 
es that the Whitewater land 
venture caused Madison. 


Snowstorm of ‘Historic Proportions’ Blankets East Coast

WASHINGTON, — The 
largest snowstorm in decades 
hit the eastern United Slates 
over the weekend, raising 
blizzard warnings, closing 
airports and depleting stores 
of snow shovels.

At least 13 inches { 33 cen- 
timeters} had fallen on the 
city since Satnrday (tight, ac- 
companied by gusting 30- 
mlle-per-hour (48 kHometer- 
per-hour) winds. 

A National Weather Ser- 
vice meteorologist predicted 
a storm of "historic propor- 
tions,' ’with up to 30 inches of 
snow for fee area around the 
nation’s capital, which bore 
the brunt of the storm. The 
meteorologist said that zero 
visibility had virtually closed 
traffic by air along the na- 
tion’s Eak Coast corridor.

The sendee defines a bliz- 
zard as a storm wife winds of 
more than 30 miles per hour 
and snowfall of at least one 
inch an hour, creating low vis- 
ibility.

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China Silent on U.S. Visa for Taiwan Vice President

BEIJING — China was silent 
Sunday after the United States is- 
sued a transit visa to Taiwan’s vice 
president, with senior officials ap- 
parently weighing how best to han- 
dle the newest complication in ties 
with the United States. 

Washington said it had issued a 
transit visa to Vice President Li 
Yuan-zu, allowing Mr. Li's plane to 
stop in Los Angeles on Jan. 11 and 
16 on his way to and from 
Guatemala. 

“There will be no public activity 
during the transits." a State Depart- 
ment spokeswoman, Phyllis Young, 
said Saturday. “This is consistent 
with our policy and with our un- 
official relationship with Taiwan." 

While quietly celebrating its vic- 
tory in the U.S. visa dispute with 
China, Taiwan emphasized that the 
vice president’s stopovers in the 
United States carried no political 


significance. “The Chinese com- 
munists are overreacting.’’ said a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman. Rock 
Leng, refering to earlier vehement 
Chinese criticism of the United 
Stares. 

Beijing was silent on Sunday, 
with die Foreign Ministry offering 
no immediate response to Wash- 
ington’s decision. 

Diplomats said Beijing would 
certainly react, although its re- 
sponse would likely be more muted 
than the rage it vented after Wash- 
ington allowed President Lee Teng- 
hui of Taiwan to make a private visit 
to die United States last June. 

“This is going to reinflame die 
hearts of those Chinese who are sen- 
sitive about this,” a Western diplo- 
mat said. “However, the vice pres- 
ident is not so much a political 
symbol, so it may not be such a 
problem for them as Lee Teng- 
hui.”

A Political Offensive in Sri Lanka 

A ‘Union of Regions’ Proposed to End Tamil Uprising

NEW DELHI, India — A month after 
the Sri Lankan Army took control of the 
city of Jaffna from Tamil rebels, the gov- 
ernment is preparing an ambitious po- 
litical offensive that could decide whether 
the island nation returns to peace after 
more than a decade of ethnic warfare. 

This month tile president will ask Par- 
liament to approve constitutional 
changes to create a region in Sri Lanka’s 
north and east dominated by the coun- 
try’s Tamil ethnic minority.

Sinhalese majority. 

The proposals have been codified 
from an outline political settlement an- 
nounced in August by President Chan- 
drika B andaranaike Kumaratunga, who 
is Sinhalese. 

The announcement, saying she was 
ready to give up some of fee power held 
by the Sinhalese in the country of 17 
million people, met with strong resistance 
from some Sinhalese groups, notably 
leaders of the powerful B uddhis t clergy. 
Most Sinhalese are Buddhists; most of the 
island’s 2 million Tamils are Hindus. 

But Mrs. Kumaratunga and her top 


advisers say they are confident feat opin- 
ion is shifting in their direction, not only 
among the Sinhalese but also among 
Tamils. In particular, they say their pro- 
posals are winning adherents among the 
so-called northern Tamils, numbering 
about 1 2 million, who have traditionally 
looked to Jaffna, and in recent years to fee 
separatist Liberation Tigers of Tamil Ee- 
lam, as the focus of their loyalties. 

“We believe that political sagacity will 
prevail, and that a problem that has 
plagued our country for decades is within 
reach of solution," said Justice Minister 
GJL Peiris, who left New Delhi on Sat- 
urday after talks wife the Tndian gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Peiris, regarded as the most pow- 
erful figure in the government after Mrs. 
Kumaratunga. is fee principal author of 
the constitutional proposals. 

For the proposals to become law. they 
will require a two-thirds majority in Par- 
liament, where Mrs. Kumaratunga’s 
government holds a one-vote majority, 
and then approval in a referendum. 

hi an interview, Mr. Peiris said the 
government believed that its military 
victory in Jaffna would help it win die 
Sinhalese majority's support for the con- 
stitutional changes. 

When troops took the city, after a 49- 
day offensive that killed at least 2,500 
soldiers and Tamil rebels and wounded 
as many as 7.500, some Sri Lankan 


commentators thought fee event might 
engender a triumphal mood among Sin- 
halese. shifting the balance against po- 
litical concessions. 

But, Mr. Peiris said, “since we took 
Jaffna, the Sinhalese people have been 
prepared to look at our proposals in a 
different light." 

“They have mellowed, be cause the 
aura of invincibility of fee LTTE has 
been exploded.” he said, using fee 
acronym for the Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil E^lam. The Tigers used terror 
tactics to eliminat e rival Tamil separatist 
groups in the 1980s and then used similar 
tactics on the government and military. 

As evidence. Mr. Peiris cited a soft- 
ening of opinion among Buddhist clergy 
in the norm who had previously opposed 
any deals with fee Tamils, and a similar 
shift he said he had detected on a recent 
visit to what he called the “deep sooth" 
of Sri Lanka, where Sinhalese opinion 
on matters involving Tamils has been 
hard-line. 

Before the army’s drive on Jaffna, the 
Tigers, wife a force of about 10,000, had 
restricted government forces to a few 
embattled military bases on the J affna 
Peninsula. Mr. Paris said the change in 
fee government’s military fortunes came 
when Mrs. Kumaratunga shifted the bulk 
of Sri Lanka’s combat troops to the Jaffna 
Peninsula. Previously, he said, only 30 
percent of the troops were in die noth.

Major Tells Tories 
To Stop Feuding 

With Majority at 3, He 

Seeks to Halt Defections

LONDON — Prime Min- 
ister John Major, his wafer- 
thin parliamentary majority 
threatened by defections 
bluntly told his ruling Con- 
servatives oo Sunday to stop 
squabbling or lose the next 
general election. 

In an interview with BBC 
television, Mr. Major held out 
an olive branch to moderates 
worried , about a lurch to the 
right by pledging to fight the 
election — which must be 
held by May -1997 — on a 
center-right platform. 

Amid reports that his ma- 
jority could be wiped out by 
the threatened desertion of two 
more members of Parliament, 
Mr. Major said h was rih-w* for 
Conservatives to fight the op- 
position, not each other. 

“This election is here to be 
woo. It’s also there to be lost.” 
said Mr. Major, whose party 
has been in power since 1979. 
“If the Conservative Party 
does not realize the opportu- 
nities that lie ahead of it and 
throw it away by disputes 
within itself, then it will lose 
the election. That is cer tainl y 
true. The British electorate 
does not like parties that 
squab We with themselves.” 

Mr. Major was rocked 10 
days ago by the defection of a 
Conservative member of Par- 
liament Emma Nicholson, to 
the minority Liberal Dem- 
ocrats. Her departure, after the 
desertion in October to Labor 
of Alan Howarth, reduced Mr. 
Major's majority in the 651- 
seat House of Commons to 
three.

£42 Million U.K. Lottery Stirs New Shooting at NATO Force 
Gaming Frenzy (and a Debate) Genend Warm ofForcefil i Reply

LONDON — Organizers of Britain's 
national lottery said Sunday that three win- 
ners would share a record £42 million lot- 
tery jackpot that sent the country into a 
gambling frenzy. 

As churchmen and politicians kepi up a 
heated debate about the morality of bo- 
nanza prizes. Camel ot, the lottery orga- 
nizer. said three tickets with die winning 
numbers 1 — 2, 3, 4, 13, 42 and 44 — bad 
each won £14,002,870. 

Computers worked through the night to 
calculate the breakdown of winnings after a 
mad rush for tickets before Saturday 
evening's live drawing on prime-time tele- 
vision. It estimated that 9 out of 10 British 
adults bought at least one ticket. More than 
100 million tickets — double the normal 
number — were sold during the week. 

LINK, Britain’s largest cash machine 
network, reported an 82 percent rise in 
withdrawals in the first week of January 
compared with the same time last year. 
From Tuesday, the demand rose 28 percent 
a day, c ulminating in £55 million with- 
draws on Friday and Saturday. 

The prize, equivalent to $65 million, was 
more than four times the usual jackpot 
because there was no outright winner in the 
previous two weeks. It was also thought to 


have attracted high-rolling gamblers and 
commercial syndicates around the world. 

At their peak, ticket sales on Saturday 
reached 5,000 a second, causing the net- 
work of ticket machines to break down for 
20 minutes. Players from France and Bel- 
gium took day trips across the English 
Channel to buy tickets, even though the 
chance of getting the right combination of 
numbers was put at 14 million to 1. 

“By any standards, this has been a phe- 
nomenal week,” said David Rigg. a 
Camelot spokesman. 

But the Right Reverend Simon Barring- 
ton-Ward, the bishop of Coventry, de- 
nounced the greed fueled by the lottery. He 
called for it to be abolished. 

“For our society as a whole it’s one more 
conupting force,” he said ot BBC tele- 
vision. 

Organizations providing help for gam- 
blers have reported huge rises in the number 
of people addicted to playing the lottery. 

Interviewed on the same program. Prime 
Minister John Major said the Dishop was 
“wholly wrong.” 

The lottery, Mr. Major said, was gen- 
erating hundreds of millions of pounds a 
year for sport, the arts, Britain's heritage 
and charities that the country could never 
afford out of general taxation.

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-

End Chechen War, Intellectuals Plead

MOSCOW — A hundred 
prominent Russian intellectu- 
als have published an open 
letter imploring President 
Boris N. Yeltsin to stop the 
“fratricidal war" in Chech- 
nya amid reports of heavy 
combat between Russian 
troops and rebel forces. 

The brief but unusual letter 
was published on the front 
page of the newspaper Izves- 
tia under the headline, “Stop 
the War in Chechnya!” 
Those who signed it include 
the elite of Russia’s intelli- 
gentsia — writers, poets, ac- 


tors, composers, singers, 
philosophers and directors. 

The letter comes as yet an- 
other reminder of the deep 
unpopularity of the Chechen 
war, which began 13 months 
ago when Mr. Yeltsin at- 
tempted to crush the rebel 
separatist movement led by 
Dzhokar Dudayev. The con- 
flict has taken an estimated 
20,000 lives and become a 
bloody standoff. The capital, 
Grozny, was devastated in 
fighting last year, and a more 
recent battle left die second- 
largest city, Gudermes, also 
in shambles. 

“Another round of die frat- 
ricidal war in Chechnya has 


shattered the last hopes of the 
Russian people for the ear- 
liest peaceful settlement to 
die conflict. The senseless- 
ness and unpopularity of this 
war is obvious to everyone,” 
the letter said. 

“At the end of the 20th 
century, when the principle of 
political settlement even un- 
ravels such knots as those in 
the Middle East and Ulster, 
the Chechen war appears for 
the Russian and world com- 
munity to be a wild anachro- 
nism," it added.

The Clinton proposal, for example, 
calls for sayings on Medicare of about 
SI 02 billion over seven years; Repub- 
licans say twice that much must be 
saved 

When Mr. Lott was asked on CBS 
whether the two sides could split their 
difference on Medicare, he replied, 
“Clearly that can be done.” But Treasury 
Secretary Robert E. Rubin, asked the 
same question on NBC, said there could 
be no such compromise on Medicare. 

Mr. DeLay, Republican of Texas, was 
highly critical of the Clinton proposal, 
saying that “this president doesn't want 
an agreement.'' But he said that by mid- 
February, “the president will be under 
such pressure that be will have to come to 
the table and negotiate in good faith.” 

That pressure wiB come in part, he 


said, from the threat of a government 
default on its debt, which would be the 
first in American history. 

That threat first rose in the fall, when 
Republicans linked an increase in the debt 
ceiling to an agreement on the budget.

“If corporate America bad done what he 
has been doing,” Mr. De Lay added, 
“they would be in jail right now.” 

Mr. Rubin, however, said there would 
be no problem on the debt “until die 
middle of February." 

He said the government had “not yet 
found a measure” to provide the ad- 
ditional funds to avert a default.

TOKYO — As politicians grapple in 
the prelude to the selection of a new 
prime minister, demand is growing for 
speedy elections to choose a new gov- 
ernment. 

Editorials in all Japan's major na- 
tional newspapers are calling for new 
elections, and the opposition is exco- 
riating the government for not going to 
the voters and instead simply handing 
the prime minister's residence from one 
part>' in the coalition to another. 

Ryutaro Hashimoto. the strong-willed 
trade minister and president of the Lib- 
eral Democratic Party, which has dom- 
inated Japan for most of its post-war 
history, is expected to be named prime 
minister on Thursday. He would replace 
Tomiichi Murayama, the head of the 
Socialist Party, which is also in the coali- 
tion, after Mr. Murayama' s unexpected 
resignation Friday. 

Mfr. Hashimoto and his allies have 
been openly contemptuous of the idea of 
new elections, suggesting that they were 
unnecessary and would impede planning 
for an economic recovery. 

“We must avoid at any cost having 
cracks in the economy.” Mr. Hashimoto 
declared, in criticizing the demands for 
new elections. Priority must be given, he 
said, not to campaigning but to efforts to 
lift Japan out of its four-year-old re- 
cession. 

Preparations seemed to be going 
smoothly for Mr. Hashimoto to become 
prime minister, but he is likely to face 
continuing criticism for his reluctance to 
call new elections. 

The Yomiuri Shimbun, Japan's 
I argest-d re uJation newspaper, suggest- 
ed Saturday that a deal had been struck 
under which Mr. Murayama handed the 
prime minister’s job over to Mr. 


HashimoLo in exchange for Mr.

“We strongly object to political par- 
ties playing a game of collusive musical 
chairs for The prime ministership,” the 
Asahi Shimbun. a major daily, declared 
in an editorial. The next elections must 
be held by July 1997. and they are ex- 
pected to be particularly hard on small 
parties because of a new electoral sys- 
tem. 

In the past, each district could elect

The opposition appears to be seizing 
upon the demand for new elections to 
batter the governing coalition. The op- 
position, headed by Ichiro Ozawa, the 
president of the New Frontier Party, is 
also attacking the coalition's decision to 
use taxpayers’ money to bail out failed 
housing loan companies. 

Mr. Hashimoto and the coalition, on 
the other hand, are trying to shift po- 
litical attention to the New Frontier's 
connections to a Buddhist organization 
called Soka Gakkai. 

The Soka Gakkai is an important 
source of votes for the New Frontier, but 
is unpopular with some members of the 
public who regard it as a dangerous 
cult.

er 3d Brigade officer, told die Amer- 
icans. * ‘We know you’re noi here to take 
one side or the other.

The resignadon/dismissal of Andrei 
Kozyrev as Russia's foreign minister 
extends the upheaval marked by the 
recent elections in which Communists 
and nationalists moved in on President 
Boris Yeltsin from the flanks. Mr. 
Kozyrev spoke for a Western orien- 
tation of Russian foreign policy. Rus- 
sia has no sensible alternative to such a 
policy, but its terms and degrees are 
adjustable, and they may well be ad- 
justed by the more detached policy — 
not necessarily harder — whose out- 
lines are already in view. 

Mr. Kozyrev, at 44 Europe's 
longest-serving (since 1990) foreign 
secretary, was a Yeltsin loyalist from 
the start Mr. Yeltsin, however, moved 
away from being a Kozyrev loyalist. 
One thing the president did was to take 
the crucial NATO issue out of the 
Foreign Ministry and to accept it for 
the presidential issue it is. This may 
have contributed to Mr. Kozyrev's de- 
cision to move from diplomacy to pol- 
itics, or, more precisely- to work on 
foreign policy as an elected figure with 
a political base rather than as a political 
appointee drawn from the foreign af- 
fairs bureaucracy.

Still Waiting for Bildt 


The NATO-led military force in 
Bosnia has met the early challenges of 
its peacekeeping mission reasonably 
well. But the parallel civilian oversight 
mission is starting so sluggishly that it 
risks leaving NATO forces exposed to 
nasty local encounters that could dis- 
rupt the successful and timely com- 
pletion of their main military task. 
Washington and other troop-contribut- 
ing nations must demand a more fo- 
cused effort from Carl Bildt. the 
Swedish politician chosen to lead the 
civil operation. 

Anyone who seriously believed that 
all the promises made by the Bosnian 
factions when they reached a peace 
agreement in Dayton would be put into 
effect smoothly now knows otherwise. 
In quick succession, Bosnian Serbs 
first tried to rewrite the timetable for 
transferring territory around Sarajevo 
to government control, then abducted 
16 Muslim civilians from a road that 
NATO peacekeepers had optimistical- 
ly pronounced safe. 

After initially wavering. NATO com- 
manders firmly rebuffed the Bosnian 
Serb bid to rewrite the Dayton timetable. 
After accurately insisting that NATO 
had no formal responsibility to protect 
civilians, NATO commanders took the 
only responsible step to end the hostage 
crisis — they strongly demanded tnct 
the Serbs release their hostages, and the 
Serbs complied. These were important 
psychological tests, and on Saturday 
there were new reports of civilians de- 
tained. If the Serbs see that they can 
push around the NATO force as easily 
as they pushed around the United Na- 
tions force that preceded it, the Dayton 
agreement will quickly crumble. 

The main mission of the peacekeep- 
ing troops is to supervise the separation 
of Bosnia’s rival armies and their re- 
deployment to the new lines accepted 
at Dayton. Under the plans agreed to by 
troop-contributing nations, the peace- 
keeping forces ere to deal only with 
armies" and military matters. If the 
forces are to achieve their objective 
and get out on schedule, they will need 
to leave diplomacy to the diplomats 
and keep their involvement in civilian 
issues, like the taking of civilian 
hostages, to a minimum. 

Overseeing the security of Bosnian 
civilians and their right to travel freely 
is the responsibility of the parallel civil 


mission and its international police 
force. But the head of that mission, Mr. 
Bildt. has been shockingly slow in tak- 
ing up his duties. Although he insists 
that his other job as leader of Sweden's 
parliamentary opposition will not dis- 
tract him, he did not manage to arrive in 
Bosnia until late last week. 

Despite the evident danger to Bosni- 
an civilians, Mr. Bildt still seems in no 
rush to assemble the international po- 
lice monitoring force that is supposed 
to oversee local law enforcement. He 
wants NATO’s heavily armed forces to 
establish an atmosphere of compliance 
with die provisions of the Dayton 
agreement before his lightly armed and 
unarmed civilians go into operation. 

That would make life easier for Mr. 
Bildt and those working under him, but 
it could undermine the whole mission in 
Bosnia. Civil police supervisors are cer- 
tainly capable of monitoring the treat- 
ment of civilians and raising any in- 
fractions to diplomatic visibility so that 
the Western powers can bring pressure 
.to bear. To leave the task much longer 
to military commanders would create 
unacceptable risks for the NATO force 
on which peace ultimately depends. 

Indeed, NATO and Pentagon plan- 
ners deliberately designed the Bosnian 
peacekeeping operation to avoid re- 
peating the disakrous mistakes made 
by the international peacekeeping force 
in Somalia. There a vague definition of 
the military role allowed objectives to 
slide carelessly from protecting famine 
relief workers to pacifying warlords to 
waging war against one warlord and 
thousands of his followers. If that pat- 
tern is repeated in Bosnia, NATO 
forces could become embroiled in 
scores of local showdowns over civil 
issues instead of assuring that the rival 
aimed forces pull back from the old 
front lines and thai the newly agreed 
boundaries come into effect. At the end 
of a year, when NATO forces are sup- 
posed to pull out, their basic objective 
might remain unmet, and the whole 
idea of international peacekeeping 
might be further discredited. 

There is no need to take such risks. 
The countries that have entrusted Mr. 
Bildt with the civilian mission must 
insist thar he perform his job more en- 
ergetically and consistently — or they 
should find someone else who wilL

What kind of culture do we want in 
our new, or rather slightly used.

W ASHINGTON — Has America 
ever sent out a more mixed mes- 
sage about its spirit and strength than it 
did in the opening days of 1996? Two 
incompatible images dominate, com- 
peting to define U.S. interests and in- 
tentions at home and abroad. The con- 
fusion they create cannot endure. 

The first image is the near hubristic 
American ethos that has reshaped and 
guided the world for the past half-cen- 
tury: the upbeat, can-do, only in Amer- 
ica spirit displayed by the American 
troops who hurled a line of steel across 
the raging Sava River and moved into 
Bosnia to oversee a fragile peace. 

The competing spirit is the can’t-do- 
ism that has locked Congress and the 
White House in a budget war more about 
power and mission than money. The 
politicians on the Potomac took the op- 
timistic altruism of the GIs on the Sava 
and stood it on its bead. The cynicism 
and selfishness thar some lawmakers 
displayed — a paycheck-drawing Phil 
Gramm wondering if anybody misses 
government yet comes to mind — would 
do any Balkan warlord proud.

This contrast between military can- 
doixm and political paralysis is not frilly 
ex plain ed by the differing worlds of 
soldiers, who deal with the concrete and 
q uantifiab le, and of politicians, who dc- 
vote themselves to the abstractions of 
causes and rhetoric.

The only thing that can 
induce them to do so is if yon 
paint for them a vivid and ap- 
pealing picture of whai peaceful 
relations between Israel and 
Syria would be like — but that 
is precisely what you and your 
negotiators refuse to do. 

r T know you have your own 
legitimate strategic concerns, 
and they must be addressed. But 
if you want foe Golan back on

because foe Golan is not just any 
territory for Israelis. It is the 
symbol of their geographic vul- 
nerability.

The Pattern Now Emerging in Saudi Arabia Looks Familiar 


P ARIS — The passage of 
power in Saudi Arabia, 
from King Fahd to Crown 
Prince Abdullah, ostensibly 
temporary but undoubtedly en- 
during,- comes soon after the 
November car bomb attack in 
Riyadh that killed five Amer- 
ican government advisers. The 
events, unrelated, are nonethe- 
less significant to the future of 
an American Middle Eastern 
commitment which still lacks 
the analysis it deserves. 

Five decades ago both the oil 
industry and the State Depart- 
ment were hostile to America’s

Get Serious About Violent Crime 


N EW YORK — Commit a 
crime and you go to jail. 
Commit a violent crime, you 
go for a long time. Commit 
murder, and good-bye forev- 
er. Those concepts are fun- 
damental to the contract that 
Americans believe they have 
with their government — they 
and their children will be pro- 
tected in the peaceful, lawful 
conduct of their lives. 

Without that understanding, 

a democracy's citizens face a 
no-win choice: live under daily 
danger, or trade in liberties for 
safety in the street 
Rejoice. Crime statistics 
show a downward trend 
around the country and par- 
ticularly in New York under 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani. 

All right, enough rejoicing. 
Some important criminolo- 
gists warn us that crime will 
rise again; maybe they are 
right But a strong reason for 
limiting rejoicing time is sim- 
ply that we can do something 
more useful as citizens to help 
Mr. Giuliani and other crime 
fighters keep the curve down. 

We can make sure we do 
not create the conditions fora 
rise by fooling ourselves into 
believing that those concepts 
in foe first paragraph have be- 
come reality in America. They 
are still largely wishes. 

Americans may not like 
thinking so, but prisons are the 
reason that scores of thou- 
sands of them are in condition 
to welcome this new year.

They avoided being murdered, 
or beaten, raped, shot or knifed 
by other Americans, who hap- 
pen to be behind bars currently 
and so bad no opportunity in 
1995 to add to their records of 
killing and maiming. 

Bar perpetrators of violent 
crimes are far more likely to 
remain free than see a cell. In 
freedom, they strike again, of- 
ten; 94 percent of state pris- 
oners in 1991 were violent or 
repeat offenders. 

In the year before their ar- 
rest, state prisoner commit an 
average of a dozen serious 
crimes, excluding all drug 
crimes. Jailing a convicted 
criminal is not nearly as ex- 
pensive as tire crimes he is 
likely to commit in freedom 
— putting, of course, no mon- 
etary value on death or blood. 

The Senate Committee on 
the Judiciary got the statistical 
portrait of crime from John Di- 
Iulio, drawn from U.S. Bureau 
of Justice Statistics reports and 
other sources. He is on foe fac- 
ulty of ftinceton, a director of 
foe Brookings Institution and 
associated with foe enterpris- 
ing Manhattan Institute. 

Americans endure 10 mil- 
lion violent crimes a year. In 
1 992 only about 3 3 million of 
these violent crimes were re- 
ported to police, about 640,000 
led to arrests and 100,000 
aiminals wound up in prisofl- 


Commit a crime and go to 
prison — absolutely, once ev- 
ery couple of hundred times. 
Make it a violent crime and 
you are out in half foe sentence 
time. Murder somebody — 
out in 5.9 years. 

Ninety percent of all con- 
victed criminals who do go to 
jail are paroled after serving 
only 35 to 40 percent of their 
sentences, and a full third of 
those who were in prison fra: a 
violent crime are rean&sted 
within three years — fix- an- 
other violent oitne. 

A belief in strong, consis- 
tent punishment for crime car- 
ries obligations. We have to be 
willing to pay the taxes to 
make prisons humane enough 
to keep our self-respect. We 
must mate prisons places 
where drug addicts can get 
treatment, not be provided 
with more drags by other pris- 
oners and corrupted guaros. 

If we dp not put up the mon- 
ey and resolve, we risk losing 
foe drop in crime under a land- 
slide of mush that we can get 
along with fewer prisons, 
faster parole and shorter sen- 
tences for violent crime, or no 
sentences at alL 

Time for another swift 
break fra: rejoicing. Now back 
to foe job of thinking clearly 
about the differences between 
the justice that peaceful cit- 
izens need and the justice that 
criminals get, about once ev- 
ery couple of hundred times.

One of the fundamental les- 
sons of the posteoIoniaL post- 
imperialist era is that you do not 
haw to dominate a country or a 
region to have access to its re- 
sources. Business takes care of 
that. For all of Washington’s 
atte nt i on to business, this is a 
lesson it still has not. learned.

DURA, West Bank — Yasser 
Arafat accused Israel on Sunday of 
killing the bomb maker known as 
“the engineer,” calling the assassi- 
nation of the Hamas miKtanr a vi- 
olation of the Israeli-PLO peace ac- 
cord. 

“We have made the peace of die 
brave.” the leader of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization said in a 
speech. “We are committed to it We 
ask die other side not to violate this 
peace, to enter Pales tinian territory in 
Gaza and kill and assassinate the 
struggles tiie martyr. Yahiya 
Ayash.” 

Mr. Arafat's Palestinian Authority, 
in charge of Gaza and seven towns 
and hundreds of villages in the West 
Bank, had already condemned the 
killing on Friday of the Hamas 


group's bombmaker, who was at the 
top of Israel’s most-wanted list 

Israel, which had blamed Mr. 
Ayash for masterminding a suicide- 
bombing campaign that has trilled 
nearly 80 people, has welcomed his 
death, apparently caused by an ex- 
ploding cellular phone, but declined 
to confirm or deny it was respon- 
sible. 

Breaking two days of silence, Mr. 
Arafat, caught between Islamic rivals 
and an Israeli peace partner that still 
has an economic and milit ary stran- 
glehold on Palestinians, pointed an 
accusing finger but did not threaten to 
slow the jreace process. 

“We ask them to stop tampering in 
Pales tinian territory,” Mr. Arafat 
said, referring to die Israelis. 

Fearing Hamas will make good on 
revenge threats, Israel clamped an in- 


definite closure on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip on Sunday, keeping thou- 
sands of Palestinians from their jobs. 

It also suspended joint Israeli- 
Palestinian patrols in PLO-ruled areas 
after Mr. Ayash ’s funeral an Saturday 
in Gaza. 

Initial investigations revealed that 
Mr. Ayash, 30, died when a cellular 
phone packed with 50 grams (2 
ounces) of explosives blew up. His 
body was found in a house in the Gaza 
Strip village of Beit Lahya. 

FLO officials said they feared the 
assassination could have an impact on 
Palestinian general elections, only 
two weeks away, by persnading vot- 
ers to boycott the Jan. 20 poll as 
Hamas has demanded. 

Mr. Ayasb’s deadly exploits, in- 
cluding a bus bombing in October 
1 994 that killed 22 people in Td Aviv, 


were viewed as heroic by many Pales- 
tinians. 

■ Israeli-Syrian Talks 

Israeli and Syrian negotiators have 
concluded six days of preliminary 
talks on a possible peace agreement 
that Secretary of State Warren M. 
Christopher said were marked by “a 
new sense of pragmatism” and a 
“mutuality of purpose" that were 
missing in the past The New York 
Times reported from Washington. 

“Everything is on the table now,”

Why Senate Skeptic Backed Bosnia Mission 


Senator John McCain , Republi- 
can of Arizona, was anavy fighter 
pilot during the Vietnam War. Ear- 
lier this month, he helped secure a 
Senate vote to endorse the American 
role in the Bosnia peacekeeping mis- 
sion. He spoke in Washington with 
Brian Knowlton of the International 
Herald Tribune. 

Q. You, as much as anyone in 
Congress, know the high costs of 
war. and yet you and Senator Bob 
Dole, in a politically unpopular 
move, pushed for a Senate endorse- 
ment of the Bosnia mission. Why did 
yon consider this important? 

A. I had been a long-time skeptic, 
if not outright opponent of our 
Bosnia policy. Senator Dole and I 
and others were strong proponents of 
lifting tiie arms embargo. But when 
the president made his commitment 
co mmitting not just Bill Clinton but 
the United States of America, the 
entire situation changed. 

There were significant negative 
costs associated with repudiating 
such a commitment — one, the cred- 
ibility of the United States, two, the 
lasting viability of NATO, and three, 
the assurances of leaders of the par- 
ticipants in the war that the conflict 
would be reignited. 

I have no doobt that the Congress 
has the authority to cut off funding, 
but that was not going to happen. 
When you vote to cut off funding, 
with American troops already there, 
whether you intend to or not you 
send a message to those troops that 
you don't support what they're do- 
ing. 

One factor here: We have a lot of 
new members of Congress, people 


who have not had involvement in 
national security issues: They reflect 
an appeal to isolationism which is 
manife sted in tiie Buchanan cam- 
paign. but they also manifest a lack 
of appreciation of die U.S. role in the 
wond. . 

Q. Indeed, some people are ques- 
tioning die long-held assumption 
that the United States wants to re- 
main a global leader. 

A. It’s a great question in people's 
minds. But part of. that also is a 
failure of leadership, both congres- 
sional and executive branch lead- 
ership, to explain to the American 
people that we do have vital national 
security interests at stake in tiie post- 
Cold War era. We for a long time 
said, the Berlin Wall is down, die 
Cold War is over, everything's fine, 
so that when we say, oh, by the way, 
we've got to send 20,000 troops to 
Bosnia, they say. wait a minute! 

• 

Q. What about the European re- 
action to Dayton and the whole 
Bosnia issue? 

A. 1 think the French were severe- 
ly, deeply wounded and therefore 
took some of their anger out on us 
over this failed policy that they pur- 
sued 

Clearly the Dutch, in Srebrenica, 
experienced a humiliation that I 
think will scar their military for gen- 
erations. To have your military 
peacekeeping forces standing by 
while atrocities are committed is 
something you cannot allow your 
people to be a party to, because they 
cannot be an effective fighting force 
after that. 

The Dutch are a great nation. 
What happened is a blot not only on 


the honor of the Dutch military but 
on all of us. 

Q. Can the Bosnia mission lead to 
a lasting peace? 

A. The crunch time comes around 
15 months from now, after we’re 
gone. If we have an adequately 
trained Bosnian force that can de- 
fend itself, then I think that a lasting 
cease-fire is entirely possible. 

I don't expect there to be a coali- 
tion government of any permanence, 
I don’t expect people to resettle 
refugees. I don’t expect a lot of the 
eyewash dial was part of the Dayton 
agreement to ever become reality, 
but if you can achieve a lasting 
cease-fire, you can save untold num- 
bers of lives. 

Q. How great is the threat of at- 
tacks against American soldiers? 

A. I see no reason why a member 
of the Mujahidin would want to take 
on the 1st Armored Division. Why 
not wait a year until we’re gone? 

Q. What about the training and 
arming of the Bosnian Muslims — 
surely this will leave the U.S. troops 
in a compromised situation in the 
Serbs' eyes? 

A. It is clearly not an ideal sit- 
uation. ButI do not believe that there 
is any audible chance far a lasting 
cease-fire unless there is some bat- 
tlefield parity. I have not a doubt that 
if the Bosnians were perceived as so 
weak that they could be absorbed at 
low cost, not high cost but low cost, 
by either of tbeir neighbors, that it 
would happen. But if they were 
equipped, especially with TOW mis- 
siles, sane heavy armor, some tanks, 
then I think thai we could foresee a 
stable situation. 

Q. Who should do the training? 


Where? 

A. Clearly Turkey is an ideal 
country where that could take place. 
They’re fellow Muslims, excellent 
soldiers, a great military, close, a 
long relationship with the United 
Stares; everything lends itself to 
that. 

• 

Q. What will Congress’s role be 
now regarding Bosnia? 

A. Congress's involvement will 
be directly driven by the amount of 
media attention the situation is gjv- 
en. I know it sounds cynical, but it’s 
true. If something flares up, if some 
Americans die, you’ll see micro- 
management and intense scrutiny. If 
things go well. Congress will go 
along. 

Q. Some of his opponents say 
Clinton pushed cynically far a deal 
in Dayton that would last until he got 
the election behind him. 

A. 1 would never question the mo- 
tive of the president of the United 
States unless there was clear ev- 
idence that this was anything but 
pure. 

At the same time, there’s no doubt 
in my mind what we’re going to see 
on CNN over the next several 
months: American GIs and Bosnian 
children together building bridges, 
highways, roads, schools — basi- 
cally a very successful operation ar 
the outset, as the initial Beirut op- 
eration was, as the Somalia oper- 
ation was — if I may be so bold, as 
the pacification effort in Vietnam 
was at the outset. I think it's even 
likely Clinton might come out of this 
with his credentials enhanced. 


Richard Versalle,

Why It’s Not 6 Heimlich Squeeze 


By William Safire 


W ASHINGTON — You’re sitting at a 
luncheon given by the Eleanor Nay- 
lor Dana Charitable Trust You sneak a look 
at the place card of the guy next to you. It 
says. ' ’Henry Heimlich, M.D.” To make 
conversation, you pop the question he must 
be asked by everybody: “You any relation 
to the Hehnlich’of the Heimlich maneu- 
ver?” He replies. “I am he." 

Here is the guy who developed the tech- 
nique to save tiie life of someone with a 
piece of food stuck in the windpipe. The 
rescuer gets behind the person who’s turn- 
ing puiple, places a fist between the lower 
ribs and upper abdomen, exerts sudden 
pressure upward — and out pops the foreign 
object, enabling the swallower to breathe. 

You choke down the urge to point out 
that “I’m him” is replacing the formally 
correct “I am he” and ask instead the

question on the mind of every language 
maven: why is it called the Heimlich ma- 
neuver, and not the Heimlich method or 
technique or even squeeze? 

“My original name for it was subdi- 
aphragmatic pressure ’ the doctor replied. 
“In June 1974, three editors of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
called me to say that they wanted to name it 
after me. and did I want to call it a method or 
a maneuver? I asked what was the dif- 
ference in meaning. They said that a ma- 
neuver was a procedure involving an expert 
movement, while a method involved a se- 
ries of steps, as in a urinalysis, and 1 shout- 
ed, ‘Call it a maneuver!' ” 

This thoracic surgeon’s name is in almost 
ail the dictionaries now. like the liveryman 
Thomas Hobson of Hobson's choice (no 
choice ar all), the engineer Edward Murphy 
of Murphy's law (if anything can go wrong, 
it will), and the astronomer Edmund Halley 
of Halley's comet. (Lexicographers are still 
unsure about Werner Heisenberg of 
Heisenberg's uncertainty principle.) 

In Hispanic countries, me sharp upward 
yank is called Heimlich maniobra, and in 
Germany, Heimlich Handgriff; since the 
doctor’s name means “secret” in German. 


the phrase translates as “the secret hand- 
clasp.” 

"My name, a proper noun, has now 
become an adjective modifying maneu- 
ver notes Heimlich. 75. who is now work- 
ing on a treatment for AIDS using malarial 
fever. “It is also a noun, as in 'I gave him 
the Heimlich,’ and a verb. ’I Heimliched 
him.’ A great thrill, really." 

□ 

H eadlin e writers, who search for short 
words (nobody else uses decry), were having 
fits. In the ’80s, African-American (15 char- 
acters plus a hyphen) had replaced black (five 
characters! as the self-description of pref- 
erence among leaders of the race that was 
once called Negro, from the Spanish word 
rooted in the niger. meaning "black.” 

Having established the preferred usage in 
news media generally unresistant to the 
change, most African-Americans found the 
handle to be a mouthful in a linguistic era 
that tends to shorten long terms. When the 
Department of Labor surveyed 60,000 
households about the names of race and 
ethnic categories to use in job statistics, 
black was the choice of 44 percent of 
blacks. Those who preferred African-Amer- 
ican. added to choosers of the earlier Afro- 
American. totaled 40 percent, an impressive 
showing for a relatively new designation. 
(Only 3 percent picked Negro, and 9 per- 
cent had no preference.) 

The government figures substantiate 
what language mavens have been hearing 
and seeing in the '90s: even when the longer 
term is used on first reference, black is the 
noun of second reference and is almost 
always used in headlines. It’s safe to say 
that, even among those most sensitive to 
group preferences about nomenclature, 
black is back. 

Meanwhile, in the Hispanic community 
(58 percent in the Labor survey; the term 
Spanish-speaking is politically charged, 
and was chosen by 12 percent), the new- 
comer. Latino, has been making a move (to 
1 1 percent from a standing Stan). But the 
growing usage may hit a glass ceiling: ‘ ’The 
difficulty is,” writes John T. Rourke, pro- 
fessor of political science at the University 
of Connecticut, "that two female graduate 
students tell me that they are not Latinos. 
but Latinos. These Latinos contend force- 
fully that the use of the male o to designate 
all members, male and female, of that group 
is egregjously sexist.” 

Here's a thought: why not refer to a 
Latino as a “Latin”?

ASIA RISING 

By Jim Rohwer. 382 pages. 
S2J. Simon & Schuster 
(Buttem orth-Heinemann in 
Asia).

T HIS book is an assured 
success. It will appeal to 
the many in East Asia who 
like the warm glow of foreign 
admiration for the region’s 
achievements. It will also ap- 
peal to those Westerners seek- 
ing evidence of the West’s de- 
cline and those anxious not to 
miss out on Asia’s economic 
opportunities. It is a breezily 
written bard sell of “the Asia 
thing” to North America. 

Rohwer approaches his 
subject with all the fervor of 
the convert. Place an upward- 
ly mobile Western journalist 
in East Asia for four years and 
the chances are that he will 
wax lyrical, or find fault with 
all achievement. 

Rohwer was a correspon- 
dent in Hong Kong for the 
three years that coincided 
with China's post-Tiananmen 
economic liberalization un- 
der Deng Xiaoping, the coun- 
try’s paramount leader, and 
with the heightened tempo of 
growth in Southeast Asia and 
the start of a reform program 
in India. He vigorously sup- 
ported the 1992-3 surge of 
foreign investment in China 
and joined critics of Governor 
Chris Parten's attempts to 
shape Hong Kong's consti- 
tutional future on lines dif- 
ferent from those desired by 
Che Chinese. 

Rohwer is now an invest- 
ment banker in Hong Kong. 

The flavor of the book can 
be summed up by the index, 
which reveals more than a 
dozen references to Deng and 
to Singapore’s “philosopher 
king" Lee Kuan Yew. Yet, 
President Suharto of Indone- 
sia gets only a single mention 
despite leading a major Asian 
country for almost 30 years of 
economic growth and social 
progress much more impres- 
sive, and with less-dictatorial 
means, than China's achieve- 
ments over that period. 

Nor is there any reference 
to such key figures in the 
modem Asian story as Prime 
Minister Mahathir bin Mo- 
hamad of Malaysia or, in- 
deed, of any Malaysian, Thai, 
or Filipino leaders. There are 
numerous references to ethnic 
Chinese businessmen, who 
are credited with much of the 
economic success of the re- 
gion. There is much praise for 
neo-Confucian authoritarian 
development models. A more 
accurate title for the book 
might be ’ ‘Chinese Rising. 

Rohwer defines Asia to 
suit his own purposes and 
lacks any sense of the con- 
tinuity of Asian development 
since the mid- 19th century. 
He moves away from

“chopstick” Asia just long 
enough to give a picture of 
India's promise and pitfalls. 
He knows the pivotal role of 
modem Korea, and of Park 
Chung Hee’s contribution to 
it. 

Generally, the data and 
background material wall 
serve as a useful introduction 
to those unfamiliar with Asia. 

He acknowledges prob- 
lems ahead: demographic 
changes that will mean that 
newly rich Asian societies 
will age even faster than those 
in the West the weakness of 
institutional development in 
many countries; the problems 
of continuity for family busi- 
ness groups and die scourge 
of pollution. 

Ultimately, it is the voice 
of the American investment 
banker that comes through 
loudest. After admiring as- 
sorted beneficiaries of asset 
price bubbles. Rohwer be- 
rates the Hong Kong govern- 


ment for allegedly creating 
unemployment by following 
a Western welfare model. 

Hong Kong actually 
spends 7 percent of its budget 
and 1 .4 percent of its GDP on 
welfare. Most of this meager 
sum goes as assistance to the 
elderly, who make up more 
than 10 percent of the pop- 
ulation and who helped create 
the “miracle." They have 
seen their savings eroded by 
die inflation that created the 
property billionaires. 

Respect for thrift and for 
tiie old. for social develop- 
ment over a get-rich-quick 
mentality, for learning over 
display, for income equality 
over personal wealth, for na- 
tion above self; Are not these 
the virtues, the “Asian" val- 
ues, that empowered Japan 
and Korea, the exemplars of 
modem Asia?

O NE result of the comput- 
er revolution is that 
bridge players can compete 
from their homes with others 
who are far away.Qne of the 
systems for computer play is 
OKBridge. This system offers 
a variety of sophisticated pos- 
sibilities for duplicate play, as 
well as rubber bridge. 

On the deal shown, played 
in an OKBridge team game, a 
spectacular bidding disaster 
turned into a success. At one 
table North-South reached a 
normal four-heart contract and 
made an overtrick, choosing 
not to take the heart finesse. 

In the replay. North and 
South were Don Mamula and 
Tony Reus. They seemed 
headed for six hearts, which 
could succeed, rather luckily. 
The six-diamond response to 
Blackwood was intended to 
show one ace and a void, but 
South was not on the same 
wavelength and bid seven no- 
trump. 

East doubled, hoping that 
his partner would read this as 
Ligbtner, in which case the 
unusual lead would be a 
spade. A winner in dummy's 


heart suit could surely wait. 
But West, too was not on his 
partner's wavelength. The 
grand slam was unmakable 
on any lead, but West's 
choice of the club seven con- 
fused East. He assumed that 
South held A-Q-J of clubs, 
and played low. 

South won with the eight, 
finessed in hearts, ran that 
suit, and wound up squeezing 
the unfortunate East in spades 
and diamonds to win 18 imps 
for his team.

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Fidelity Sidesteps Technology Plunge

BOSTON — In recent months, Fi- 
delity Magellan has performed increas- 
ingly out of step with other technology- 
laden equity funds, leading to 
widespread and well-publicized spec- 
ulation that fund manager Jeffrey Vmik 
has finally began to dump his huge tech- 
nology holdings. 

But while some analysts say this de- 
coupling almost certainly means Mr. 
Vi ri fle is backing away from his long- 
favored technology sector, others say his 
skill at picking stocks in other sectors may 
have largely limited the damage from the 
technology portion of his portfolio. 

Certainly, the quantitative evidence 
seems to argue com pell ingly that he has 
been more skillful than many competi- 
tors. For example, on Thursday, when 
technology stocks were especially hard 
hit, Magellan’s net asset value eased 
back only 0.8 percent, while Seligman 
Communications & Information Fund 
fell more than 25 percent and 20th Cen- 
tury Ultra eased 2.4 percent. Only a few 
months ago, Magellan tended to track 
these funds much mote closely. 


Seligman Communications is down 
24.4 percent in the past three and a half 
months, Lippef Analytical reported, 
while Magellan is down only 4.95 per- 

“ You’ re looking at these other funds 
that are high-tech and got creamed, yet 
V inik didn’t,” said Don Phillips, pres- 
ident of Mommgstar Inc., the uiicagp- 
based company that tracks mutual funds, 
“ft’s not conclusive, bar the numbers 
certainlysuggest that he has managed to 
reduce his tech exposure. It*s not per- 
forming in step with these other teeb- 
h^av y pmHs that six months ago it was in 
lock step with.”

Budget Debate Holds Bond Market Hostagi

WASHINGTON — Bond prices will 
be under pressure this week as budget 
negotiations between Congress and Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton dictate the market’s 
moves.

federal del? limit that prompted Iran to 
mif»» the steps he has to allow the United 
States to continue borrowing. 

Those actions include- disinvesting 
$61.3 billion from two government trust 
funds and withholding a $14.5 billion

interest payment due the civil service 
trust fund in December. 

Mr. Rubin said Sunday the govern- 
ment would not risk defaulting on its 
ob ligations through mid-February. 

He also urged Congress to raise the 
debt limit. 

But last week some House Republicans 
suggested they would start impeachment 
proceeedings if Mr. Robin continued to 
borrow money for the Treasury. 


Mr. Rubin said that any future actions 
regarding the federal debt limit would 
“be completely consistent with existing 
statutory authority granted to the sec- 
retary by Congress.” 

Mr. Clinton cm Saturday signed a res- 
olution hammered by Republican lead- 
ers that would reopen government after a 

21-day partial shutdown, while budget 
discussions continue. 

Meanwhile, the benchmark 30-year 
Treasury bond ended the first week of 
the new year at ayield of 6.04 percent, up 
from 5.95 patent the week earlier. 

Traders said that even if the talks fall 
apart, and balancing the budget is put off 
until after the 1996 presidential elec- 
tions, the bond market's losses should be 
limbed.

U.S. Phone Firms

The rate increases have angered some computer industry 
leaders who have been counting on the new technology to 
generate an explosion of innovative applications.

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Intel Corp. 
Admits to 
Overstating 
Chip Speed

SAN FRANCISCO — Intel 
Corp. has acknowledged that a bug 
in a software program known as a 
compiler had led the company to 

overstate the speed of its micro- 
processor chips on an industry 
benchmark by about 10 percent. 

Bui industry analysts said the 
coding error, which was made in a 
pre-production version of the soft- 
ware, was not an indictment of the 
technology of the world's largest 
chipmaker but rather a sad com- 
mentary on a common industry 
practice of ‘ 'cheating” on standard- 
ized performance tests. 

Fred Pollack, the director of In- 
tel’s Measurement, Architecture and 
Planning Group, said Friday that the 
error had been pointed out to Intel by 
a competitor. Motorola Inc. 

Intel also had decided it was im- 
portant to go public with the bug as 
quickly as possible. 

Intel suffered a public-relations 
embarrassment a year ago after the 
company appeared to ignore a math 
error in its Pentium processor. Ul- 
timately, the company offered to 
unconditionally replace that chip. 

The new error came in a test used 
in the computer industry to measure 
the speed of a computer on simple 
mathematical operations. 

In its commentary on the results, 
Intel had acknowledged that it had 
“optimized” its compiler to im- 
prove its test scores. 

The company also said that it did 
not like the practice but felt com- 
pelled to malm the optimizations 
because its competitors were doing 
the same thing. 

“It was an honest mistake,” said 
Michael Slater, publisher of the 
newsletter Microprocessor Report. 

“Intel was pretty clean in saying 
we had to play the game, but we 
don’t think it's a good thing. Un- 
fortunately, when they decided to 
play the game, they played it 
wrong.”

Foreigner Shakes 
Czech Businesses

PRAGUE — When Michael D. 
Dingman, an executive with a 
nose for value and a reputation for 
rapid restructurings, acquired 
stakes in a smorgasbord of Czech 
companies, the cozy business 
community here sat up. 

Soon after announcing his $200 
million package of investments in 
late October. Mr. Dingman. the 
former president of Allied Signal 
Inc., engineered a boardroom 
shake-up that prevented a 
Swedish paper giant from taking 
control of the Czech Republic's 
biggest paper company. 

A month later, on his first visit 
here — Mr. Dingman, 64, bought 
his Czech portfolio long distance 
from his home in the Bahamas — 
he informed Plzensky Prazdroj, a 
beer company in which he holds 
an indirect interest, that he wanted 
to install an American manager. 

A brash marketer from arch- 
enemy Anheuser-Busch Cos. ped- 
dling prestigious Pilsner Urquell? 

The Czech brewery could not 
quite believe it — and balked. 

Mr. Dingman’s investment in 
beer, paper, oil, shipping and other 
businesses represents the first ef- 
fort by a big foreign entrepreneur 
to shake up si umbering Czech in- 


dustry since Eastern Europe's 
most sweeping mass privatization 
program was completed here a 
year ago. 

While multinationals such as 
Volkswagen AG and Philip Mor- 
ris Cos. have made their mark here 
by buying plants directly from the 
government. Mr. Dingman's in- 
vestment is the largest transfer of 
publicly traded Czech equity to a 
single owner. 

He bought his shares from Vik- 
tor Kozeny, 32, the founder of 
Harvard Capital & Consulting 
Corp., the country's biggest in- 
vestment fund, which amassed an 
estimated Si billion worth of 
holdings in Czech companies dur- 
ing the privatization process. 

To hear Mr. Dingman tell it, his 
foray into the Czech Republic was 
a deliberate choice of one emerg- 
ing market over another: Eastern 
Europe, neglected by American 
investors because of uncertainties 
about politics and profits in ex- 
Co mm uni st countries, over the 
more familiar and booming 
Southeast Asia. 

Mr. Dingman is betting he can 
make that choice pay off by play- 
ing the same kind of capitalist 
hardball that he practiced for 
many years in the United States.

China Lashes Out 
At Foreign Control 
Of Joint Ventures

BELTING — A senior Chinese 
trade official has accused foreign 
investors of pushing out their Chi- 
nese joint-venture partners in order 
to grab a larger share of the profits. 

“It's almost unanimous: where 
returns become high, foreign parties 
will scramble to nudge their Chinese 
partners out of holding status with 
their overwhelming funding pow- 
er.” said Xu Ming, a division chief 
with the State Economic and Trade 
Commission, in an interview pub- 
lished Sunday in the China Daily. 

But he gave no indication that the 
Chinese government was planning 
to curb such practices. 

“The process is quite simple,” 
Mr. Xu said, pointing an accusing 
finger at foreign investors who ask 
their Chinese partners to beef up 
funding in proportion to their shares 
of the joim-venture stocks. 

“When the fund-thirsty Chinese 
cannot oblige, the foreign partners 
advise them to sell stocks to raise 
funds and give up control of the 
company,” Mr. Xu was quoted as 
saying. 

Mr. Xu cited the example of the 
Otis Lift Co., a China-U.S. joint 
venture based in the nearby port city 
of Tianjin. 


In its early days, when the Chi- 
nese side held 75 percent of the 
stock, the venture was operating at a 
loss. 

However, as business thrived, 
Mr. Xu said the foreign partners in 
the venture had "little difficulty” in 
taking over majority control. Given 
the shortage of funds available to 
Chinese partners because of the 
government's tight credit policy, 
Mr. Xu said they were in “no po- 
sition" to compete with dieir for- 
eign parties in terms of funding 
power. 

He also cited the case of a Coca- 
Cola Co. joint-venture bottling plant 
in the north eastern city of Shenyang 
that recently reported to his depart- 
ment that foreign partners intended 
to expand their stock. 

“Through their attempts to gain 
majority stakes, it's hard not to be- 
lieve that some foreign investors are 
seeking to achieve a monopoly in 
these sectors.” Mr. Xu said. 

He also cautioned against the po- 
tential of foreign domination result- 
ing from China's experiments with 
funding mechanisms for joint ven- 
tures known as “build, operate, 
transfer,” or BOT.

After 2 Years, SEC to Charge Ex-Kidder Trader

NEW YORK — The Securities and Exchange 
Commission will soon bring civil fraud charges 
against Joseph Jett, the former Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. trader accused of creating $350 million in 
phantom profits, people familiar with the case 
said . But to many, these charges are a weak and 
late response to a scandal that shook Wall Street 
to its foundation nearly two years ago. 

The action is die first by a government agency 
since Kidder first disclosed the trading in April 
1994. It could result in sanctions of as much as 
$100,000 against Mr. Jett, the giving up of ad- 


ditional hundred of thousands of dollars of bonuses 
and his banishment from the securities industry. 

Investigators and prosecutors apparently have 
found it difficult to put a case together against Mr. 
Jett, even though he himself attended 24 in- 
terviews with the office of the U.S. attorney in 
Manhattan; SEC staff members were present at 
nine of these interviews. 

There may not be much further action against 
Mr. Jen. A person close to Mr. Jett saud Friday 
that he did not expect the Justice Department to 
take action against the former trader. 

It is still unclear whether the SEC will take 
action against others at Kidder who were in- 
volved in supervising Mr. Jen and his trading. 


The SEC charges, called an administrative 
enforcement action, will contend that Mr. Jett, 
who headed the government securities desk at 
Kidder, committed fraud through a complex false 
profit scheme, which Kidder and its senior man- 
agers were unaware of, according to people fa- 
miliar with the matter. 

Kidder and its former parent. General Electric 
Co., also have said that Mr. Jen is responsible for 
single-handedly causing the losses in Kidder's 
bond trading operation.

BERLIN — When the 
Berlin Wall fell six years 
ago, Remzi and Mehmet 
Kaplan brought to the east- 
ern part of the city what had 
become a hit in the West: 
Doner Kebabs. 

Ddoets, which are also 
known as gyro sandwiches, 
are made from * strips of 
lamb grilled on a spit, 
shaved down and stuffed 
into pita bread topped with 
lettuce, tomatoes, onions 
and sauce. 

With an average price of 
about 4 Deutsche marks 
($2.77), Doners became a 
staple for those on the go in 
the western pan of the city. 

In the former German 
Democratic Republic, the 
sandwiches were unknown. 
Fast food — Eastern Ger- 
man style — usually was a 
sausage topped with a cur- 
ry-flavored ketchup, or a 
half-roasted chicken. Both 
are also common in the 
western part of town. 

When the Beilin Wall fell 
on Nov. 9. 1989, Remzet 
and Mehmet first tried to 
sell Turkish goat cheese and 
olives at the main train sta- 
tion in the east. 

The two brothers had 
been successfully selling 
such Turkish staples in 
West Berlin since 1980. 

“It didn't work.” said 
Birol Kaplan, Remzi’s son. 
“Nobody in the east knew 
what Turkish cheese was. 1 1 
. To help introduce Turk- 
ish food to the eastern Ger- 
man public, the brothers 
tried another approach. 

"So we got the idea with 
the fast-food stand,” Mr. 
Kaplan said. 

That December, Remzi 
and Mehmet opened their 
first DSner stand at Alexan- 
derplatz, a main commer- 
cial area in the eastern part 
of the city. 

And that’s when things 
improved.^ They started with 
5 kilograms (1 1 pounds) of 
meat on a spit But curious 
East Germans took to the 
new specialty so quickly 
that they were soon selling 
150 kilos of-meat daily 
That was when they got 
the Idea to switch from sell- 
ing the sandwiches to sell- 
ing just the mea). In 1991. 
the brothers opened Kaplan 


Dfineiproduktion. 

Four yean later, the 
company has grown from 
an operation run by the two 
brothers in a back office in 
Berlin to a company em- 
ploying 60 workers with 
three offices. 

The company also has an 
office in the Netherlands 
because the meat there is 
cheaper, of better quality 
and the company has a 
large freezer capacity, ac- 






cording to the company. 
Delivery to West German 
customers is also easier. 

The company refuses to 
disclose sales or profit fig- 
ures. 

Competition re mains 
roughest in Berlin, where 
the company has its office 
in Wedding, a major Turk- 
ish neighborhood, 

Berlin is not only home 
to Germany's most dis- 
criminating DOner eaters, 
but to the country’s largest 
Turkish population. . 

With some 25 competing 
Ddner producers in town, 
compared with about 15 in 
all of West Geimany, 
things are not easy, Mr. Ka- 
plan said. 

The Kaplans are well es- 
tablished in Germany. 
Their parents came from 
Turkey in the 1960s during 
Germany’s first big wave 
of Turkish immigration . 

The brothers are now 
well known in the Turkish 
community in Berlin and 
have been able to profit 
from their contacts and 
from the growing popular- 
ity of the sandwiches. 

Their stands are so ubiq- 
uitous in the eastern pan of 
the city now that in some 
busy areas of eastern Berlin 
areas, there are as many as 
six competing stands in die 
radius of a single block.

TAIPEI — President Lee Teng-hui told a 
local business association Sunday that he dis- 
agreed with a newly passed bill for the rein- 
trod uction of a capital-gains tax on shares. 

The capital-gains measure caused the Tai- 
wan stock index to plunge 6.74 percent on 
Friday, its biggest one-day loss since 1990. 

A coalition of members from the oppo- 
sition Democratic Progressive Party and New 
Party pushed the measure through on Thurs- 
day when many members of the governing 
party were absent. 

“With regard to the re introduction of the 
stock capital gains tax, myself and Prime 
Minister Lien Chan don't think it is right,” 
Mr. Lee said in a speech to a group of busi- 
nessmen in the southern city of Kaohsiung 
that was broadcast on state radio. 


He added that the bill, if implemented, 
would greatly damage the island's economy. 

Taiwan's deputy prime minister, Hsu Li- 
teh, said ova - the weekend that the cabinet had 
been caught oS guard by the vote to impose a 
14 percent capital-gains tax on securities. He 
said the government would work to have a 
different version passed. Mr. Hsu said. 

“A market where people don't make mon- 
ey is a dead market, Mr. Hsn said at a press 
conference.

minutes with a fast analog modem. 
With ISDN, it is also possible to 
transmit compact disk-audio quality 
sound as well as acceptable video- 
conferencing images, which analog 
modems are not capable of. 

But the adoption of the technol- 
ogy has been slow in coming in part 
because many Bell companies have 
been tardy in recognizing the market 
emerging or have priced the service 
too high to compete in the consumer 
marketplace. 

“I can't begin to understand their 
perspective,” said Andrew Grove, 
chief executive of Intel Corp- and 
one of the foremosr advocates for 
quick deployment of the technol- 
ogy. * ‘When these people were kids 
did they ever try to sell lemonade at 
the lemonade stand?” 

Critics charge that the telephone 


industry is engaging in price goug- 
ing because studies in several stales 
have shown that ISDN costs less 
than $10 a month more to deliver 
than does analog service. 

James Love, director of the Con- 
sumer Project on Technology, a con- 
sumer advocacy group in Washing- 
ton, said the regional phone 
companies were hutting the comput- 
er world. “They need to price ISDN 
right if they are going to make it a 
mass-market consumer product,” be 
said. 

It may also be a blunder for the 
phone companies to give an advan- 
tage to their most-feared, potential 
competitors, the (able industry, as it 
begins to deploy low-cost digital 
interactive systems that will include 
digital telephone service and com- 
puter networks. 

Later this year a variety of cable 
companies are planning to introduce 


inexpensive cable modems that will 
permit subscribers to attach their 
personal computers or even tele- 
phones to the cable network far a fee 
that is expected to be below $40 a 
month. 

At that level, cable would be be- 
low current phone prices, and less 
than the increased levels sought. In 
addition, cable offers a much faster 
speed and better applications. 

The proposal has angered people 
who use the ISDN service to work 
from home. Phil Earn, a telecom- 
munications engineer in die San 
Diego area, said that tiie new Pacific 
Telesis tariff would cost him about 
$100 more a month. 

He said he was upset by the pro- 
posal to lift rates and was eager to 
switch to cable when it became 
available.

Having helped build Allied Signal into a 
giant conglomerate, be took the pieces 
that did not fit and formed another com- 
pany, Henley Group Inc.

“T like to have a couple of beers before I 
play,” Steve Beaton was explaining after win- 
ning his semifinal in die Embassy World Pro- 
fessional Darts Championship. “It's just a habit, 
really. It's just the same as having a smoke.” 

This is one sport dial can’t complain about 
stars who forget where they came from. Hie 
troth is that they often never leave. 

To walk through the swinging doors into the 
private bar that serves as the players' locker 
room, just a half-hour before they begin the most 
important Saturday of the darts year, is to fall 
immediately in love with their game. There are 
many people other than die players waiting in 
the room. They are seated in orbit around the 
tiny, round cocktail tables scattered upon the 
telltale, light-sucking, blood-red carpet. There 
are two televisions blaring from opposite walls 


and there is a cigarette machine in fihe comer and 
smoke nibbing down from the ceiling. 

At the Lrshaped bar the players pay for their 
own drinks. 

'"The game was brought up in the pub, and it 
should never lose sight of that fact,’ ’ said Richie 
Burnett of Wales, the defending world cham- 
pion. “Other sports, like snooker, have gone 
away from that. lean wake up tomorrow and box 
six rounds in a gym. I dare anyone who has a 
problem with it to try to keep up with me.” 

So great is (he pressure of (he £150,000 
($233,000) tournament — £36,000 to the cham- 
pion Sunday night — that Burnett, the so-called 
“Prince of Wales,” a fulldme darts professional 
at 28. was throwing up in his hotel bathroom for 
two hours early Saturday morning. His semifinal 
opponent, the unseeded Les Wallace, a 33 year 
old unemployed plasterer from Southampton, 
wasn’t able to sleep.

Hie two of them were throwing darts in the 
players’ private bar when loud music and loader 
applause came in from the room next door. Then 
the doors burst open to a sparkle of show-business 
lights. U called them from their cruiet pub and into 
the cabaret room of the Lakeside Country Chib, 
where 1,200 paying customers — a full house — 
were waiting to see them play. 

Hie four semifinalists had been distilled from 
a field of 53 countries. 

The four best turned out to be British, of 
course. At least 83 million Britons are thought 
to be dan players — and that number grows 
exponentially when counting 'anyone who has 
ever thrown a dart in a pub, which, in this 
country, might include everyone. 

Les Wallace wore cream, knee-high socks, a 
kilt and a blue sweatshirt with his name over his 
heart and the words “DANGEROUS, BE- 
WARE!” on tile back. Inexperience cost turn in

MAREBOR, Slovenia — Kristina 
Andersson clinched her first World Cup 
slalom victory on Sunday after her 
Swedish teammate, Pemilla Wiberg, 
cradled off course. 

Wiberg, Olympic combination cham- 
pion, was expected to win her third 
slalom of the season after taking a clear 
lead in foe first leg. But on the second leg 
she skidded off course halfway down 
the 1 91-meter (626- foot) Pohoije run 
after leaning too far on her inner ski. 

Tears streamed down Andersson's 
face as she realized her combined time 
of one minute, 45.36 seconds was good 
enough bring her a long-awaited tri- 
umph. Andersson. 30, finished just six 
hundredths of a second ahead of this 
season’s overall World Cup slalom 
leader, Elfi Eder of Austria. 

The race brought a rare podium place 


for New Zealand, with Austrian-bom 
Claudia Riegler coming third in 
1:45.48. 

The grueling course also claimed 
Switzerland's Karin Roten, who was 
making good time on the second leg bui 
fell ai about the same place as Wiberg — 
a point requiring skiers to make a sharp 
turn on a steep descent. 

The overall World Cup leader, Mar- 
tina Ert|_of Germany, managed a re- 
spectable ninth place in 1 :46.27. 

In Saturday's giant slalom. Katja 
Seizinger of Germany, the Olympic 
downhill champion, swept to victory. 
Seizinger covered the icy Pohoije piste 
in a two-leg combined time of 2:14.30, 
ahead of Sonja Nef of Switzerland, who 
clocked 2:14.98. 

In Flachau, Austria, Alberto Tomba 
produced another brilliant second run 
Sunday to sweep to his third consec- 


utive slalom victory in the Alpine skiing 
men's World Cup. 

Tomba was fourth going into the sec- 
ond leg. He burst from the start hut and 
stormed down the Griessenkar course, 
docking the second-best time of 53.00 
seconds. That gave him a combined time 
of 1 :4 1 .05 and his 47th career win. 

Because of sunny, mild conditions, 
officials decided to tun the top 1 5 skiers 
in reverse order rather then the top 30. 
But by the time Austria's Mario Reiter, 
the leader after the first run, went onto 
the deteriorating course, he was unable 
to protect his 0.33 second advantage and 
had to settle for second spot with a 
combined 1:41.25. 

Hampered by a pulled hamstring, 
Slovenia's Jure Kosir finished third in 
1:41.45. 

The victory sealed a productive week- 
end for Tomba, who in Saturday’s giant 


slalom used an equally impressive sec- 
ond run to move from sixth to second. 

Switzerland's Urs Kaelin held off 
Tomba's comeback to claim his first 
victory in seven years. Kaelin, an 
Olympic silver medallist, held a com- 
fortable 0.85-second lead over the rest 
of the field after the first leg. He finished 
with a two-run combined time of 
2:18.68. 

Although he has registered top-10 re- 
sults in all five giant slaloms this season, 
Kaelin had not won a World Cup race 
since his only career victory in 1989. 

Tomba turned in a fearless second 
run. vaulting into second place with a 
time of 2: 19. 1 9. 

Within sight of the finish line, the 
reigning overall World Cup champion 
was thrown off balance but somehow 
regained control to register his best gi- 
ant slalom result of the season.
